HANKS AND 0: HERS GIVE BAIL. 


R. L. Martin and W. F. Carberry His 


Bond«men— Additional Capiases Is<ued. 

Bailiff Alexander J. Hanks tasted the 
sweets of freedom at precisely 4:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. His liberators appeared 
at the desk of Clerk Lee in the persons of 
Robert L. Martin of No. 719 West Van Buren 
street, who said he didn’t know Hanks at all, 
and William F. Carberry of No. 2725 Archer 
avenue, a saloon-keeper.. Mr. Carberry, who 
is a frend of Hanks, scheduled two two- 
story brick houses at Nos. 2725 and 2727 
Archer avenue, as wor.h $18,000, and an- 
nounced that he was worth $25,000 and owed 
only $300. 

Mr. Martin scheduled four lots and eight 
houses on Western avenue at the corner of 
Park avenue as worth $40,000 and mortgaged 
for $10,000. : 

“What is the amount of your debts?’ 
asked Cierk Lee, putting the stereotyped 
and necessary question. 

O. about $250,000, I guess,” was the 
answer in a nonchalant tone.

The Sheriff then started for home, an- 
nouncing that if he once got there he would 
not leave again. But he did not get there as 
soon as he expected. Ten minutes later 
he was back again, accompanied by John 
McGovern, P. J. Dougherty, a West Twelfth 
street saloonkeeper, and Sylvester Brown, 
Kavanaugh’s partner. They wanted to get 
bail for Kavanaugh, but the Sheriff refused 
to accept it. He said he didn't know them, 
and that they would have to appear in court. 
They expressed themselves rather strongly 
on the subject. but had to submit. 

The Sheriff then started home again, as- 
serting that an ox team would not bring him 
back.

He Shuts Down on Befogging Qaestions 
and Gives Veniremen Points. 
Judge McConneli has made up his mind 
that the absurdities of the Cronin jury hunt 
must cease. For this purpose he bas shut 
down on the befoeging interrogatories by the

As it was, a tenth 
man was accepted by both sides, and the 
probavilities of the remaining places being 
filied this week look exceedingly bright. 
Elijah Bontecou, the tenth juror, was born 
at Troy, N. V., of American parents. He be- 
longs to the Royal Arcanum, the Legion of 
Honor, aud the Knights of Honor. 
He has lived in Cook County twenty- 
one years, and is a salesman 
for Bissell & Co. He acknowledged having 
“newspaper” opinion as to the merits of 
the case, but said he would be able to lay his 
opinion aside and try the prisoners on the 
law and the evidence.

A THIRD “CORRUPT” LIST FOUND, 


The Papers of a Third Bailiff Seized—Two 
More Citizens Offered Money. 

Bailiff Hanks’ statement to tne State’s 
Attorney has borne fruit. Asaresult of it 
the papers of a certain other bailiff, who has 
not yet been indicted, were seized and exam- 
ined yesterday, and among them was found 
a list of veniremen intended to be sum- 
moned. -On that list were found two names 
also among those given by Hanks to Sala- 
mon as a list of those who were corrupt. The 
idea is that this last list was made up largely 
from the one Hanks made out. 

As a result of the discovery Capt. Schuett- 
ler was sent out after the two veniremen 
and they were brought into the State’s At- 
torney’s office last night. Their first request 
was that their names should not be given to 
the newspapers. 

„% We don’t want to be bothered by the re- 
porters, they said. 

The promise having deen made they told 
all that they knew. They were examined 
separately, and each told the same story. 
Each had been approached twice, once by 
Smith and once by Hanks, and each had 
been ‘offered $1,000 to hold out tor acquittal. 
They were also told where the money was to 
come from. 

This is in the line of corroborative testi- 
mony, making the case stronger against 
Smith and Hanks, but implicating no one 
else unless it might be the other bailiff. The 
list found was in the bailiffs handwriting, 
but the two men had not yet been sum- 
moned. : 

The men were not taken into custody, but 
after their testimony was taken departed 
with Capt. Sctuettler, as they had come. 
Schuettler left them a short distance from 
the Criminal Court building, and they were 
allowed to go home. | 

The attorneys for the prosecution refused 
absolutely to give their names.

His Mortgage Scheme Adopted and a Di- 
rectory in Sympathy with It Chosen— 
Then the Unexpected Happens and the 
Stock Drops Over Three Points on 
Heavy Selling—Mr. Brayton Ives and 
the Odd Part He Took in the Day’s 
Transactions. 


New York, Oct. 17.— [Special. Somebody 
has said that it is the unexpected which al- 
ways happens in Wall street. It certainly 
happened this afternoon, when Northern Pa- 
cific preferred tumbled 314 per cent simulta- 
neously with the announcement that Mr. 
Villard’s scheme for a blanket mortgage of 
$160,000,000 had just been affirmatively voted 
by more than the required three-fourths of 
‘the preferred stock. : 

The heavy seliing began directly after the 
adjournment of the preferred stockholders’ 
meeting. wherein the new refunding plan 


was adopted, and while the meeting of the 


general stockbolders for the election of di- 
rectors was in progress. As the plan insures 
the payment of the dividends on the pre- 
ferred stock the street expected that the 
adoption would be followed by asharprise, but 
the stock broke“ instead. At first the de- 
cline was interpreted to mean that the re- 
quired three-fourths vote had not been cast 
for the new plan. Thenit was observed 
that the selling was started witn some 2,000 
shares from Mr. R. H. Bissell, who is identi- 
fied with Mr. Brayton Ives, and the street 
fancied it understood the situation. Mr. 
Ives’ name had been omitted from the di- 
rectors’ ticket prepared by the Villard party 
and which was at that moment being elected. 
The name of Mr. Harris, chairman of the 
board of directors, had also been omitted, to- 
gether with the names of Directors Billings, 
Brookman, and Bullett. | 

Naturally the street jumped to the conclu- 
sion that stock was being sold by Mr. Ives 
and perhabs some of the other outs? dis- 
gusted with their defeat. It was also cur- 
rent gossip that Mr. Villard this forenoon 
refused to give Mr. Ives aud the other de- 
posed directors a copy of the ticket to be 
voted on, and brusquely declined to supply 
them with any infor ion about the elec- 
tion. At any rate the stock was sold down 
steadily and closed at the lowest price. _ 

Mr. Viilard this evening states positively 
that more than the needed two-thirds of the 
preferred stock was voted for the new 6blan- 
ket mortgage scheme, although the exact 
amount cannot be stated until after a can- 
vass of the vote owing to some confusion in 
granting and revocation of proxies: 

AN ODD STORY ABOUT MR. IVEs. 

Mr. Ives appears to have left the street 
early. for he could not be found there this 
afterroon, but the story they are telling this 
evening is an odd one. It is to the effect that 
Mr. Ives voted about 30,000 shares of prefer - 
red stock in favor of the new refunding 
scheme (which, by resolution adopted today, 
assures to the preferred stockholders in one 
payment the entire amount accrued to them) 


| and that it turnéd out that ift he had voted 


his stock against the scheme it would have 
failed for lack of the required three-fourths 
vote, Mr. Villard not holding the proxies on 
so large a biock as was supposed. 

*“Why should Mr. Ives have voted for the 
new scheme?” asks one of the quidnuncs of 
the street, and another replies: Because 
he fancied that the plan Would have gone 
through despite his opposition, and because 
he fancied that if he voted for the plan he 
might be reélected as a director.“ The story, 
of course, represented Mr. Ivesas enraged 
when he learned that he had unknowingly 
thrown away the chance of defeating Mr. 
Villard’s plan, and that he was left“ into 
the bargain. 

However, all this may be, the break in 
Nipper —as the street calls it—was 
coincident with a smart attack on the Gran 
gers, and they closed at a net loss of 1 to 1% 
percent.

VILLARD CARRIES THE DAY. 


His Mortgage Scheme Adopted and Direct- 
ors in Sympathy with It Chosen. 

New York, Oct. 17.—[Special, ]—Although 
it had been for some time patent to the pub- 
lic that Mr. Henry Villard and his friends 
had secured enough of the preferrea stock 
to render the adoption of his financial plan a 
certainty, and sufficient of the common to 
elect directors in unison with his policy, 
there was considerabie interest m Wail 
street today in the two meetings of the 
Northern Pacific stockholders which were 
held in the Mills Building. 

The first of these wasa meeting of pre- 
ferred stockholders, which convened at 10 
o’clock. Chairman Robert Harris presided, 
and announced that the first business would 
be a vote dn the adoption of the financial 
plan. Vice-President James B. Wilson, As- 
sistant Treasurer Hillman, and George Fol- 
lett were appointed tellers. The voting 
lasted until 11:30, when the polls were de- 
ciared closed. So far as could be ascertained 
not a single vote was cast against Mr. Vill- 
ard’s plan, but as there were numerous du- 
plications and revocations of proxies the 
counting was difficult and an adjournment 
was agreed upon until 11 o’clock Monday 
morning to allow the tellers to complete their 
work. Thereis not the slightest doubt, aa 
officer of the company said, that more than 
the necessary three-fourths of the preferred 
stock was voted in favor of the plan. It was 
said later that more than 300,000 shares had 
been so voted, an excess of nearly 30,000 
shares over the necessary three-fourths. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders, 
the secoad of these important events, con- 
vened at noon to listen to the report and to 
elect a new Board of Directors. The teliers 
who had acted at the former meeting were 
reappointed. 

AN IMPORTANT KESOLUTION. 

Prior to the election Mr. Johnstone Liv- 
ingston, who is said to be one of the heaviest 
stockholders, offered this resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

Resoicved,: That the holders of preferred stock 
represented at this meeting recommenda to the 
incoming Board of Directors to take into con- 
sideration the distribution of the whole amount 
due to the preferred stockholders under the plan 
of reorganization as soon as the company shall 
be. financially, in a proper position to do so. 

There were two tickets in the field—one 
headed by Mr. Henry Villard and the other by 
Mr. Robert Harris, the Chairman of the board. 
Mr. Harris ticket bore the names of ali the 
old directors, while Mr. Villard’s contained 
several new names. The polis closed at five 
minutes past 1 o’clock, and a little less than 
an hour later the teilers reported the elec- 
tion of the Villard ticket. 

Here is the result of the vote in detail: 
Messrs. Wiluam L. Bull, Charles T. Barney, 
Thomas F. Oakes, Colgate Hoyt, Charles L. 
Colby, Henry ‘Villard, and R. G. Roiston 
each received 647,445 votes; Messrs. George 
A. Morrison, James B. Haggin, Charles H. 
Leland, James B. Wilson, aud Charles C. 
Beaman (ail new members) received 558,004 
votes each, and Messrs. Frederick Billings, 
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Ives, and John C. Bullitt received 89.411 


votes each. Of the five defeated directors 
last named Messrs. Biliings and Bullitt are 
said to have retired voluntarily, the former 
because of his advancing age, and the latter, 
who is a Philadelphia lawyer of large prac- 
tice, because of a great pressure of private 
business. 

Chairman Harris ana Mr. Brayton Ives lett 
for home as soon as the meeting had aa- 
journed, and were not seen again on the 
street during the afternoon. . 

OLD OFFICERS RE-ELECTED, 

The new directors elected Mr. Henry Vi- 
lard Chairman and reélected these officers of 
the company: Thomas F. Oakes, President;

There were wild stories in the street late 

in the afternoon of coming trouble and liti- 
gation over the result of these meetings. It 
was said that several members of the Harris 
party, inc'uding Mr. Brayton Ives, asked 
Mr. Villard just before we annual meeting 
convened for some information regarding 
the ticket he intended to place in nomina- 
tion, Mr. Villard’s reply, it was said, was 
brusque and unsatisfactory, but amounted 
in effect to the refusal of the desired infor- 
mation. Those of the Harris party who could 
be seen declared that they knew nothing or 
this disagreement, and said the meeting has 
been characterized by the most perfect har- 
mony. One gentieman said that Mr. Ives 
rey his preferred stock in favor of the 
plan. 
It was the general belief today that Chair- 
man Harris’ defeat would be the forerunner 
of his resignation of the Presidency of the 
St. Paul & Northern Pacific and other 
branch roads of the system. It was also re- 
ported that Secretary Samuel Wilkinson, 
who is about 75 years old, would either take 
a long vacation or retire altogether, and the 
duties in either event would be performed 
by his assistant, Mr. George H. Earl. 


OPPOSED BY THE BANKERS. 


Resolutions as to Increased Silver Coinage 
and a Decrease of Greenbacks, — 

New York, Oct. 17.—The Execute Coun- 
cil of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion met here to consider the proposition 
submitted to the recent convention of the 
association at Kansas City by President St. 
Jonn of the Mercantile Nauonal Bank of 
New York for an increase of silver coinage 
and corresponding decrease of greenbacks. 
The council adopted a resolution that the 
proposition could not be recommended to 
Congress, and appointed a committee to pre- 
pare a report to chat effect. This committee 
reported at an adjourned meeting of the 
executive council tonight to the following 
effect: 

We believe the retirement of the legal- 
tender notes in the present condition of the 
public mind to be a practical impossibility. 

We believe the proposed increased coinage 
of silver dollars of the present standard 
weight and fineness would be fraught with 
danger to our monetary system. 

To ingrease or retain taxation for the pur- 
pose of retiring the non-interest bearing 
debt while the interest debt remains would 
not meet the approval of the public. . 

We believe it would be desirabie, if legal 
tender notes are retired and additional pa- 
per money is then considered advisable, that 
gold certificates should be issued upon the 
$100,000,000 gold coin now held as a fund for 
the redemption of legai-tender notes, rather 
than to disburse the coin for additonal silver 
certificates: iS bein 


THE PURCHASE OF THE BRUSH PLANT. 


The Thomson- Houston People Will Gain 
a Controlling Interest Therein. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 17.—The reports from 
the Kast about the purchase of the Brush 
Electric company of this city by the Thom- 
son-Houston company of Boston are not ex- 
actly correct. Negotiations have been in 
progress some days between the managers of 
the Thomson-Houston company ana the 
stockholders of the Bruth company looking 
to the purchase by the Boston company of a 
portion of the holdings of stock of the Brush 
company. The final papers have not been 
executed. If the purchase is consummated 
there will be nothing more than a change of 
ownership of certain stock. There will be 
no absorption of the Brush company as a 
company, but a large part of the stock will 
pass out of the control of Cleveland owners. 
The terms of the sale are private, but it is 
understood that the plant has been offered on 
a $3,000,000 basis. | 


THE FLUCTUATIONS ON ’CHANGE, 


Wheat Unsettled and Changeable — Corn 
Still on the Down Grade. 

The wheat market was unsettled and 
chargeable yesterday. December opened at 
8214 cents as against 82g GN cents che pre- 
vious afternoon. Trading at the start was not 
active and prices hada declining tendency. 
Wheu by dint of severe pounding December 
had gotten down to 823g cents a change was 
brought. about by liberal purchasing against 
the puts which had been bought the night 
before. Business became more animated as 
prices ran up the scale and the advance was 
only checked when 3 cents had been added to 
829 cents. 

The phenomenally heavy exports of flour 
from Baltimore and New York and the re- 
ported buying of a considerable quantity of 
Duluth wheat at Montreal for export were 
the causes to which the later firmness was 
attributed, but, after all, the closing prices 
showed no gain-upon those of the day before, 
being 824 cents bid for December and 55% 
cents for May. 

On the curb the price first fell off to 82%@ 
82 cents, sellers, tor December, but subse- 
quently reacted to 8254 cents. Puts sold first 
at 82@8244, later at 8214 cents, and calls were 
sold early in the afternoon at 82 and at the 
close were 82% cents bid. 

Corn was still on the down grade, and de- 
clined from , to M cent per bushel, and was 
weakest for the near deliveries.

NO USURY IN KANSAS HEREAFTER. 


A Test Case of Unusual Interest Decided at 
| Topeka.

The refusal of the United States Express 
company to ship notes of small denomipa- 
tions from Washington to banks throughout 
the country at less than the regular rates has 


practically stopped the issue of small 
notes. Heretotore these shipments 
were made at the rate upon 
by the express company in its con- 
tract for the transportation of Government 
money. These rates are much less than the 
rates and permitted tne distribution 
of small notes to points in all parts of the 
country where they were in great demand at 
a comparatively slight cost. The company now 
holds, however, that these notes naving been 
practically purchased from the Government 
by private firms are no longer Government 
money. The shipments are made by the 
United States Treasurer upon receipt 
of a lar certificate of deposit 
at the ub-Treasury, New York. An 
issue has now been raised between the 
Treasury officials and the express company 
as to whether the latter is not compelled to 
carry these notes under the rates prescribed 
in its contract for the transportauon of 
Government funds.

It Receives a Quietus from Those Who 
Had Been Its Most Earnest Advocates 
A Second Don Quixete in the Person 
‘of Robert A. Annutt, Who Went Hant- 
ing for Treasure Trove—A Girl. Whe 
Says James G. Biaine and Grover 
Cleveland Took Her Lover from Her. 


New York, Oct. 17.—[Special.]—The desire 
of the Canadian Government to establish a 
fast Atiantic service to compete with the 
ocean greyhounds that ply between New 
York and Kurope seems to be frustrated, for 
the time being at least. At the last session 
of the Candian Parliament an anbual subsidy 
of $500,000 was offered for the establishment 
of a line of first-class steamers capable of 
making the passage across tne Atlantic at 
an average speed of twenty knots an 
four. The Dominion’s winter port would 
be Halifax or St. John, N. B., and 
it was calculated that the passage could be 
made from lana to land in five days or even 
less. The Cavedian Pacific raiiway people 
professei to be highiy interested in getting a 
quick service established, as it would con- 
tripute greati# to their efforts to secure the 
earriage of the mails and other freight re- 
quiring speedy delivery between England 
and the East. With the same end in view 
the company has been promoting a fast Pa- 
cific steamship service. 

It is stated that a first-class shipbuilding 
firm undertook to construct vessels of the 
class required, and were willing to take the 
chances of receiving payment in full accord ; 
ing as the enterprise was a success or not. 
On the money market, however, it was seen 
that the Andersons themseives were not in- 
clined to risk much. 

Moreover, the fact that the old-established 
Allan line, the present carrier of the mails, 
which bad the first opportunity of accepting 
the Dominion Government’s offer, did not do 
80, contributed to make moneyed men shy of 
the scheme. It has now received its quietus 
by Sir George Stephen and Sir Donald Smith, 
who were its most earnest advocates. This 
destroys whatever chance the scheme had of 
being ultimately realized. It is broadiy 
hinted that a fresh deal to squeeze the Gov- 
ernment in the interest of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway has some connection with the 
rapid change of front. 


DON QUIXOTE THE SECOND, 


Found in the Person of Robert Aunsutt— 
His Hunt for Treasure Trove. 

New York, Oct. 17.—[Special.]—A curious 
suit has just been placed in the hands of a 
law firm here for prosecation. It is brought 
by Robert A. Annutt of No. 1495 Avenue A, 
who, according to his own story, has had 
more adventures and mishaps than Don 


Samuel T. Benedict, to recover $276 claimed 
to be due for wages as steward on the treas- 
ure hunting yacht Maria. 

Annutt tells a queer story of his experience 
on the Maria. e yacht sailed from this 
port Oct. - 10, 1887, to hunt for the treasure 
which the famous pirate, Capt. Morgan, was 
supposed to have buried on the Island of 
Santa Catalina. John Curry of Kingston, 
Jamaica, who had inspired the whole scheme 
and who was to pilot the party to the buried 
treasure, joined the vessel at New Orieans. 

Upon arriving at tneir destination the 
party without delay made for the place 
where the pirates’ hoard was supposed to be. 
Curry took them to the topof a hill, where 
they found arusty cannon and other land- 
marks by which he informed them the treas- 
ure could be located. By following direcuons 
the workers came to a brick wall beneath 
which the gold was said to lie. The brick 
were hard as rocks, and the cement in which 
they were embedded wus haraer still. For 
three weeks they burrowed without making 
much headway. It was finally decided to 
find some other way into the treasure cave, 
and after a tedious search an opening from 
the sea was discovered into tne hill. This 
opening was only partly visible at low tide 
tor a few hours, but as it was 
believed to lead to the treasure Annutt 
entered it twice by swimming in from 
the sea. It was done in the night as before, 
and each time he wus nearly drowned. He 
declined to make a third venture, and before 
any other means of reaching the hidden 
gold could be devised the party hastily de- 
serted the island on the rumor that a Spanish 
man-of-war had started out after them. To 
cap the climax of their misfortunes, the 
Maria was atterward wrecked, and the pas- 
sengers barely escaped with their lives.

the publican inside view of the manner in 
which mining properties are placed. The in- 
vestigators are Messrs. Butier of New York 
Boston, representing 
the Supreme Council. of the Royal 
Arcanum. The subjects of the investi- 
gation are Dr. A. B. Shaw and Messrs. 
F. Covie and H. W. Chandler, well-known 
pusiness-men of St. Louis. The complain- 
ants are Messrs. P. Brockman, O. M. Dean, 
H. A. Hyatt, and J. F. Imbs, equally well 
known in business. These gentlemen are all 
members of the Royal Arcanum. The charge 
is that the defendants are guilty of conduct 
unbecoming brothers of the Royal Arcanum. 
It appears that Messrs. Shaw, Chand- 
ler, and Coyle purchased a mining 
property in Gilpin County, Colorado, report- 
ing its purchase price as $20,000. They 
then formed a syndicate which took the 
property at $25,000. Mr. Brockman finally 
concluded everything was not as it should 
be, and claims that an investigation showed 
that only $10,000 had been paid for the prop- 
erty. The defendants have nothing to say 
publicly as to the truth of this, and the mat- 
ter. will be fully reported to the supreme 
This is believed to 
be ‘the first case on record where a se- 
cret society has taken up the investiga- 
tion of a mining deal. The transaction is re- 
garded as regular by people connected with 
mining companies, and is recognized as le- 
gitimate. it has been brought into court 
several times, but as yet no one has succeed- 
ed in making a case on it. In this one it is 
claimed that Messrs. Shaw, Coyle, and Chan- 
dler took advantage of the confidence of their 
brother members of the Royal Arcanum and 
that they will probably be expelied from the 
order. 


A NEW AND INTERESTING COUNTRY. 


Investigations in the Region Between the 
Peace and Athabaska Rivers. 
Ortawa, Ont., Oct. 17.—|Special.]—R. G. 
McConnell of the geological survey has re- 
turned from his inspection of the region be- 
tween the Peace and Athabaska Rivers. He 
commenced about 300 miies north of Calgary 
and extended his operations for some 300 
miles further north to the vicinity of Ver- 
million. This region embraces an area of 
30,000 or 40,000 square miles. Little of this 
tract was ever explored before by white 
men. A great deal of it is gooi farming 
land, but swamps abound and make 
it unfit for settiement, The trees are 
principally spruce and poplar. Speaking of 
the deposits of oil reported to be there Mr. 
McConnell said he certainly found quantities 
of tar, indicating the presence of oil, but 
just in what quantities it existed he was not 
prepared to say before making his reports,

ARREST THE MUTINEERS. 
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| Information Brought by the Steamship 


Athos la Regard to the Coldbiooded 
Massacre of Their Officers by the Negro 
Laborers—Dynamite Freely Used—A De- 
tailed Story of the Trouble—Sufferings 
of Fitzpatrick’s Victims. ? 

New Yorx, Oct. 17. — [Special] — The 
steamship Athos of the Atlas Line, which 
arrived this morning from Costa Rica, 
touched at Navassa Isiand, West Indies, the 
8th inst. to pick up her usual mail bags. 
She reports that on nearing the island ske 
perceived two sailing vessels and the United 
States war vessel Galena. The Galena nad 
been anchored there since the 4th inst. and 
was to have left on the 9th tor New York 
via Jamaica with tne ringleaders of the 
cent mutiny on board. The rest of the 
mutineers were to follow in the two brigs, 
which proved to be the Romance, belonging 
to the Navassa Phosphate company, and a 
British brig, the Alice, which has been char- 
tered for the purpose by Mr. Everett, the 
new Superintendent. The mutiny appears 
to have been a cold-blooded massacre of 
their officers dy the negro laborers, who 

2 have had no real cause for discon- 
tent. ve white men in charge of tne labor- 
ers were brutally murdered, one of them vo- 
ing driven from the island and compelled to 
leap off a rock, a distance of sixty feet, into 
the ing sea and then pelted with stones 
until he sank. The fullest details of this 
fearful tragedy will probably be brought by 
the Galena. | 

U, S. District Attorney Thomas C. Hayes, 
of Baltimore, acting under orders from the 
Secretary of the Navy, sailed this afternoon 
on the revenue cutter Kwing for the mouth 
of the Chesapeake to arrest tne 104 colored 
Navassa rioters that arrive on the brigs Alice 
and Romance at the ca tomorrow. He is 
accompanied by Uni States Commission- 
er Bond, U. S. Deputy Marshal Cole and 
some 3 and aforee of deputies and 
witnesses of the riot. The witnesses 
willidentify them and the Commissioner 
issue a warrant and the arrest will follow. 
The idea is to prevent them landing at any 
place, and thus taking it out of the jurisdic- 
tion of Maryland. The Galena, which sailed 
for New York with six ringieaders will be 
met off New York harbor and ordered back 
to Baltimore. | 

Among the passengers of the Athos were 
twenty-one men who were victims of Fitz- 

trick, alias “Liverpool Jack,“ the board- 
ng house keeper, Who was sentenced last 
week. The men were taken aboard the 
Athos at Port Limon. They were inveigied 
from New York, two years ago. by Fitzpat- 
rick, and come back penniless after intense 
suffering and hardship, Christian Zellen 
another of Fitzpatrick’s victims who ed 
the Athos at Port Limon, died on board 
Oct, 9 and was buried at sea. His death was 
attributed to heart disease, but his com- 

nions say the man died trom the effect of 

is previous injuries received during his stay 

at Port Limon. Albert Krieger, another of 

the number, was carried into the Castle 

Garden hospital upon tne arrival of the 

Vessel. His constitution is completely under- 
mined by lack of nourishment. 

In the party are only two American citizen 
Antone Meyer and Charles Lepper. The res 
wete comparatively new arrivals in America.

DETAILED STORY OF THE RIOT. 

The Herald special correspondent at Navas- 
sa Island sends the following account of the 
mutiny on that island in which the laborers 
of the Navassa Phosphate company 
rose against their ofhcers, and aft- 
er forcing tnem to give up their arms 
murdered four of them and so injured a tifth 
tnat he afterward died on board the English 
gunboat Forward. The account is based en- 
tirely on the statements made to the writer 
by the’ negroes who wok part in the riot. 

The negroes claim that they were treated 
in the most brutal manner by tne officers of 
the company. It is ‘probably true that 
the compiaints were generally an- 
swerea with curses and sometimes 
with blows, and that when these were 
found insufficient hours spent in the stocks, 
with hands triced up above the head, inva- 
riably brought the “stubborn nigger’’ to rea- 
son. When it is remembered that the 
sources of supply of labor for this island are 
the worst dens and purheus of New York 
and the neighboring cities, and that a lar 
number come bere almost straight from the 
prisons of Maryland, it can readily be under- 
steod that such a state of affairs will soon 
lead to trouble. 

The morning of Sept. 14 Roby, the digging 
boss, was knocked down and almost killed by 
two men namen Phillips and Franc. The 
men then proceeded to the Superintendent’s 
house, where a parley was beld with the offi- 
cers. The result was the withdrawal of the 
men to their quarters, about a bundred yards 
away. A little later, at about 9 o’clock, the 
men were sent for and asked if they would 
work, and some consented to do 80. 
Phillips proved insolent, and an attempt was 
made to arrest him, but he resisted. An 
attempt was made to shoot bim with a shot- 
gun, resulting in burying afew shotsin his 
cheek and infuriating the now disorderly 
mob. Stones began to fly. and the white men 
retreated into the house. 

BEGAN TO THROW DYNAMITE. 

A little after noon dynamite was first 
thrown against the building, tearing the 
planking and cutting through the tim- 
bers wherever it exploded. Throughout 
the afternoon till about 5 o’clock 
stones and dynamite cartridges con- 
tinued be thrown, without, however, 
dotng any injury to the besieged party. The 
utter absence of any recognized head over 
the whites is evident from their behavior. 
At different times one and then another of 
them would get discouraged and come out 
to deliver up his arms. Of these none 
seem to have been hurt. Finally, about 
5 o'clock, Shea, the dock boss, went out 
through the back door and ran toward the 
water, carrying his fowling piece in his hana. 
He was at once pursued and struck with 
stones. He drop his gun and disappeared 
benind some bushes. Nothing has been seen 
of him since. 

A little later the whole remaining body of 
six white men came out at the back door and 
surrendered their arms, They were met by 
tne now infuriated mob, and seem to have 
been attacked almost as soon as they 
were disarmed. Foster, the storekeeper, 
was struck down with a stone and so 
hacked with an ax, that he died a 
few hours later. The same man who kilied 
Foster, Henry Jones, found the boatbunider, 
Fales, shortiy afterward and murdered the 
poor man in cold blood with the same wea- 
pon. Finally, as the white men were going 
to their supper, at the orders of their black 
masters, Mahone, the car boss, was shot and 
killed by a man named Key. 

This seems to have been the last murder 
committed. From this time till the arrivai of 
the English gunboat Forward on the 20th uit. 
the remaining seven men were in momentary 
fear that their lives might be sacrificed to 
88 the whim of any dissatisfied negro, 

‘he Forward, after remaining here seven 
days, went to Kingston, taking from the 
island seven white men, three negroes, and 
all the fire-arms. One of the white 
men, Marsh, died on board from in- 
juries received while leaving the house. It 
must be remembered that tne first and only 


knowledge of the details has been obtained 


from the negroes here, and the story told by 
the whites may modify this account.

WHICH WAY SHALL BE CHOSEN TO GET 
“POWER” WATER! 

Tun Trisune printed yesterday a law 
which has been on the statute books for sev- 
enteen years under which this city can at 
once proceed to make arrangements with 
capital to provide it a high water pressure 
piant. The law says: 


In all cities, incorporated towns, and villages 
where water-works have been or may hereafter be 
constructed by any person or incorporatea com- 
pany the city, town, or village authorities in such 
cities, towns, or Villages may contract with such 
person or incorporated company for a a of 
water for public use for a period not ding 
thirty years. 


That high-pressure works are water-works, 
not even the “unconstitutionalists” will 
deny. Nor will any lawyer deny that under 
this power to make a contract the city. may 
pass an ordinance—which is a contract be- 
tween it and the corporation accepting its 
provisions—giving to an incorporated com- 
pany the right to lay mains and erect pump- 
ing-works and engines, on condition that 
‘when those works are constructed in accord- 
ance with plans prepared or approved by 
the city they shall be leased to the latter 
for thirty years at a certain annual rental, to 
be atipulated in the ordinance, and that the 
city shall also have an option to purchase the 
works at any time it pleases before the ex- 
‘piration of the thirty years. The enormous 
profits of the water-works show that the 
‘city would in a few years have a big surplus 
on hand. 

Nor is there any question among business- 
men that capital, especially that of small in- 
vestors, would gladly jump at the chance of 
getting such a security as the bonds or lease 
certificates of such a corporation would be. 
Just how the plan shall be made most at- 
‘tractive to capital is a matter of detail which 
dees not demand present consideration. The 
greater familiarity of ail classes with bonds 
would undoubtedly make that the best form 
of security. 

This is one way in which these most de 
sirable works may be secured. There 18 
still another, ana it is for the Council and 
the citizens to choose between them. It is 
admitted that were the city to get from the 
Legislature the authority to levy an extra 
tax of, say, a million dollars a year, till it had 
accumulated the money with which to pay 
for a plant there would come a fierce 
protest from all the taxpayers living outside 
the district where it was to be put in overa- 
tion. They would say that they ought not to 
be taxed for the benefit of others. There 
would be the same protest were the water 
rates to be seriously raised all over the city 
so that the works might go on as fast as this 
surplus was procured. 

There would, however, be no such outside 
protest were the water taxes increased with- 
in the territory which was to be served by 
the proposed high pressure plant and 
a surplus thus procured spent in duild- 
ing the works. It would be a slower job 
than if the rates were put up everywhere, 
but it would bea juster way of proceeding. 
It is true that nu would be a temporary bur- 
den on those whose taxes were thus raised, 
but it would be for their permanent good. 
After a few years they would be getting 
water for drinking purposes—which consti- 
tutes only 55 per cent of that used in the 
proposed high pressure district—at the old 


purposes at prices far below what they are 
now paying for small power. They would 
also get such perfect fire protection that the 
insurance premiums paid in the district 
would be cut down perhaps a million dollars 
yearly. The water consumers in that dis- 
trict would have a full reward for their 
heavier taxes of afew years. Nor would 
the revenues of the regular city works be 
lessened. The demands on them for water 
for domestic purposes are steadily increas- 
mg, and if they are not soon relieved of the 
heavy drain for water for manufacturing 
purposes they will have to sacrifice the 
would-be consumers in the suburban dis- 
tricts. 

If the water-rate payers of tae proposed 
/ high pressure district will stand a raise in 
rates it will be but a short time before they 
are reaping their reward. Look at the fig- 
ures: The receipts of the Water Department 
from the very low rates alone in 1838 were 
$1,557,116. This year they will amount to 
$1,730,000. The expenditures last year ex- 
ceeded the receipts, because over $400,000 
was paid out on account of the new tunnel. 
Large expenditures will have to be made on 
the same account this year. Of the 1888 re- 
ceipts of the department over $650,000 came 
from the district—Twenty-second, Halsted, 
Chicago avenue, and the lake—within which 
it is proposed to establish the high pressure 
system. If the rates on those consumers 
were raised 75 per cent at the close ot this 
year, more than $487,500 extra would be col- 
lected in 1890. That is enough for a begin- 
ning. 

For the idea would not be to heap up 
money in the treasury to pay interest toa 
| City Treasurer, but to expend it as soon as a 
moderate amount was on hand. The nature 
of the proposed plant would permit of this. 
There would have to be several pumping 
stations to meet the needs of the district. 
Therefore, when the first year’s surplus was 
in hand the Council should order the pur- 
chase of the ground to serve as a site for one 
of them and should contract for the engines 
and make arrangements for the purchase of 
the pipe. Suppose the first one constructed 
was in the center of the district. The moment 
it began supplying high pressure water the 
people could see what it accomplished. Only 
a few at first would share in its benefits, but all 
would see them, and willingly pay the higher 
rates, eager for the moment when they, too, 
might be served. 

When more money was in sight the Coun- 
cil would buy the ground ana order the en- 
gines for another site. As one by one these 
the surplus receipts 
ror 2 the water taxes would Sees et ne be 
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ood the deficiency. age four of the 
ymping stations were in tion the sur- 
7 revenue from them would be almost 
sufficient to build the remaining two. 

In the meanwhile the residents of the out- 
side territory would be receiving an inci- 
dental benefit. The moment one of these 
plants was finished a certain number of 
fire engines, no longer needed in the heart of 
the city, would be assigned to duty nearer 
the outskirts, and add to the protection 
there. In proportion as water for power 

was furnished by these plants and not by 

or engines their supply of water 

or culinary purposes would yocrease and 
. complaints about a lack of water above 
the second floor woula cease, 

These are the two plans, both sure, but 
the latter one rather slow. Which will the 


Council choose? If it decides to adopt the. 


latter it can begin on it at once. It can pass 
this month an ordinance raising the water 
rates between Twenty-second street and Cni- 


cage avenue, Halsted and the lake. To 


enable it to act intelligently it should direct 
the city engineers to prepare at once an esti- 
mate of what it will cost to erect the pro- 
posed plant; how much water is already used 
for purely business purposes within the pro- 
posed district; what the probable increase 
will be within a few years, and what the 
revenue will be at a moderate price for 
„ power water. Such a statement would 
open the eyes of the most doubting Thomas of 
a capitalist as to the ability of the city to pay 
the rent of any works he might construct for 
and lease to it. 


AN AMERICAN PROTECTORATE FOR HAYTI. 


The report that Mr. Blaine has matured a 


plan for the ultimate absorption of Hayti, 
and is looking covetously at Cuba, has no 
other foundation than rumor. 


It may be 
that Frederick Douglass was sent as Minister 
te Port au Prince with the idea that his 
great influence with the colored race could 
be used to convert the dusky autocrats of 
Hayti“ to some scheme of American annex- 
ation, but there is no official proof of any 
such intent, and it is particularly doubtful 
whether the Secretary of State has instruct- 
ed the American Minister at Madrid to fish 
for the acquisition of Cuba from Spain. 
Nevertheless there are strong reasons favor- 
ing an American protectorate for Hayti, aud 
if Congress would approve the scheme and 
the consent of the black republic could be 
obtained the plan could be carried out to the 
great advantage of all parties concerned. If 
the power of the United States coulda be used 
to maintain order and insure stable govern- 
ment in Hayti the black people of that coun- 
try would enter on an era of prosperity such 
as they have never dreamed of, and anew and 


inviting field would be opened for capital and 


labor, particulariy from the Southern States. 

Hayti has an area as large as Indiana and 
is rich in natural advantages. Sugar cane, 
coffee, cocoa, and tobacco of the finest quali- 
ty grow luxuriantly. All kinds of tropical 
and semi-tropical fruits are produced. Hayti 
could be made to supply the United States 
with the greater part of its sugar and molas- 
ses, coffee, fine tobaccos, and tropical fruits 
and this country could be relieved of the 
trade extortions practiced on it by Cuba. 
Hayti could be greatly enriched if once 
made a safe field for American labor 
and capital. The climate is well suited to 
our Southern negroes, and the surplus blacks 
of the cotton South would supply the labor 
needed and would find congenial homes ir 
Haytiif it should be once placed under the 
protection of the American flag. In the high 
lands and mountains white men could find 
comfortable and healthy homes throughout 
the year. 

Any arrangement which would make it 
safe and profitable for American labor and 
capital to go to Hayti would relieve the 
pressure of black population in the South- 
ern States and offer the easiest possible so- 
lution of the race problem, An outlet would 
then be provided for the dissatisfied and op- 
pressed Southern blacks. Being just the 
kind of laborers suited to Hayti inducements 
would be offered them to go there, and large 
numbers of them would be glad to seek em- 
ploymentin the black republic. This would 
relieve the cotton States, and the negroes 
who remained would be sure of better treat- 
ment and higher pay. Schemes tor the colo- 
nization of the Southern blacks are discussed 
in the South, but they are nearly all based 
on the idea of compelling the olacks to go 
and assigning them some forbidding and un- 
suitable locality in the West. The blacks 
will not migrate in lafge numbers except to 
some warm Southern country, and they 
ought to be induced to go in the hope of bet- 
tering their condition, and not forced out. 
With American protection and stable gov- 
ernment Hayti would be just the place for 
them. 
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WASHINGTON’S MANIFEST UNFITNESS 
FOR THE FAIR. 

The failure of the New-Yorkers to agree 
on an Exposition site, the inability of the 
Finance Committee to get up a plan for the 
raising of a guaranty fund, and the evident 
determination of the great coupon-clippers 
not to put their hands in their pockets and 
give have practically taken New York out 
of the list of cities which are competing for 
the prize. The chief gainer by this is Wash- 
ington, and the friends of that city will from 
nowon putforth redoubled efforts. They 
hope that they will fall heir to the votes 
which were at first promised to Manhattan 
Island, and that after they have killed off 
Chicago by means of St. Louis’ diversion of 
Southwestern votes the St. Louis votes will 
go over to them and give them a majority. 
They know that Chicago is far in the lead, 
but they also know that the field has often 
combined against the favorite and beaten 
him. 

Washington has one element of strength 
which has never been mentioned, least of all 
by its friends, but which might be decisive in 
a close contest. It is that a large number of 
Congressmen have real estate interests 
there, and they might take it into their 
heads that these would be promoted by hav- 
ing the Exposition in that city. There are 
Senators and Representatives who have dab- 
bled in Washington corner lots and acres, 
ana who would not object if their holdings 
were boomed. Legislators should not be in- 
fluenced by such motives, but experience has 
proved that they sometimes are. 

A Congressman who has many and pleas- 
ant acquaintances in Washington and has 
property interests there is likely to shut his 
eyes to some of the things which make it so 
unsuitable as the site of a great Exposition. 
He ignores tne fact that it has not the accom- 


modations for the lodging and feeding of 


multitades. He is blind to its hot, maiaria) 
summer climate, which isso fer vid that there 
would be no visitors to the exposition from 
the North or West during the summer vaca- | 
tion months, when the biggest crowds ought | 
to be expected. He is indifferent to its lack 
of railway facilities and hotel accommoda- 
tions, and to the inadvisability of choosing a 
site on the outskirts of the population and 
business of the country. He sees the public 
buildings with which the}city is adorned, 
and claims that they will a compensation 
tor the absence of hotels, railroads, and of a 
safe climate.

and where it will not be seen. 


JUDGE M’CONNELL ON THE RIGHT TRACK. 

Judge McConneil is wiser than he was a 
month ago. Hesees now that reading the 
accounts of a crime in the papers and invol- 
untarily forming hypothetical opinions or 
impressions thereon do not necessarily dis- 
qualify a person from serving as a juror. 
One of the talesmen examined yesterday said 
in reply to the insinuating inquiries of coun- 
sel for the defendant “that he had read a 
good deal about tne case, had formed a 
strong opinion as to the guilt or innocence of 
the aceused, and did not think he could be- 
gin the trial, giving the latter the benefit of 
the legal presumption of innocence.” The 
defense wanted to chalienge him for cause; 
but the Judge, by a series of questions which 
the talesman was able to understand, drew 
from him the declaration that he believed he 
could divest his mind of all prejudice and 
give the case a fair trial. Therefore the 
challenge for cause was overruled. 

Had the Judge acted thus from the begin- 
ning he could have had a jury several weeks 
ago. He has allowed to slip through his fin- 
gers enough men who could have given the 
case a fair trial to have made half a dozen 
juries. The course he is now pursuing is ac- 
cording to law, and it would have been ac- 
cording to law had he pursued it a month 
ago. It does not matter what a man has read 
or what he has thought so long as he is able 
to give the accused a fair trial. The Judge 
ought to remember that when men are con- 
fronted with the grave responsibility of sen- 
tencing half a dozen persons to death they 
do not allow themselves to be governed by 
any notions they may have picked up 
while reading the papers, but they feel 
that if they do not give the defend- 
ants the full benefit of every doubt their 
blood will be on their hands. Outside the 
jury box men are quick to say they would 
hang a man if they got a chance; inside the 
box they are slow about it. People are more 
humane than they were a century ago, and 
think twice before they send men to the 
gallows or the penitentiary. 

It is to be hoped that the Judge, having 
struck the right gait, will keep to it, and also 
that he will stop the practice indulged in by 
counsel of asking confusing questions of 
talesmen and getting them to make admis- 
sions of tha scope and meaning of which 
they have no idea. Many a good man has 
been sent away whose services could have 
been saved had the Judge taken the trouble 
to undo the bad work of the questioning 
lawyer.

PROTECTION AND DEAR PORK IN GER- 
55 MANY. 

A sharp advance in the price of pork in 
Germany has been caused by the action of 
the Governmentin excluding the product of 
Russia, Austria-Hungary, and other neigh- 
boring countries and restricting German 
consumers to the home supply, which is insuf- 
ficient. «As m the case of the embargo against 
the United States it is claimed the purpose 
of the Govérnment is to guard the public 
health from “diseased meat,” but the real 
object is to protect the German farmers and 
insure them high prices for their pork at the 
cost of the consumers. Since Germany does 
not produce meat products for export the 
principle of protection is easily applied to 
pork in that country and the Government is 
able to make it artificially high priced by 
stopping outside competition. 

United States Commercial Agent James 
H. Smith in a report to the State Department 
on the situation inGermanysays: Prices of 
pork have gone up with a jump to the great 
disgust of the general public and the work- 
ing classes, but to the great delight of the 
farmers.” He thinks that, owing to the dis- 
satisfaction among consumers, thereis an 
excellent opportunity at present for the 
United States to make an effort to have the 
inhibitions against American pork removed. 

The policy of the German Government in 
protecting the farmers seems fixed and will 
not be changed uniess an emphatic and for- 
midable demand is made by the working 
classes of the cities for cheaper meat. To 
stir up and provoke an agitation in that di- 
rection would of course be to the interest of 
pork producers in the United States. Perhaps 
the y could afford to send some of our Democrat. 
ic free-trade advocates over there to present 
the matter, or could at least have Democratic 
campaign documents translated into German 
and recast so as to apply to pork in Germany 
the argument used in respect to manufact- 
ured goods in the United States. Our free- 
traders could tell the German working 
classes that their cost of living would be re- 
duced if they would take away the restric- 
tions on the importation of pork. The claim 
would be.sound and might be used with great 
effect among the working classes, but the 
free-traders would not be permitted in Ger- 
many to stop after stating half the case, but 
would be asked to go on and explain the ef- 
fect on the farmers of reducing the price of 
pork. They would be asked how, if the work- 
ing classes got pork cheap, the farmers would 
be able to sell it for high prices.

NEW YORK’S BEGGARLY GUARANTY FUND 

After months of intense deliberation the 
great financiers who are on the New York 
Exposition Finance Committee have at 
last elaborated and made public a plan for 
the raising of money. The offspring of the 
brains of the coupon-clippers of Wall street, 
the result of their long throes of parturition, 
bears a startling resemblance to the plan 
struck out at the first meeting of the Chicago 
committee many months ago. It reads as 
follows: 


Resolved, That this committee proceed to take 
without delay the necessary steps to obtain sub- 
scriptions to the guaranty fund of $5,000,000 


This 1s well enough as a starter. But the 
New York committee is far behind its Chi- 
cago rival. The latter has raised its first five 
millions and has now entered on the second, 
and by the time Congress meets will have it 
in hand. New York, flushed with pride, will 
send a deputation to Washington to tell Con- 
gress that it has agreed to raise five millions. 
Chicago will say that it has raised ten. The 
New-Yorkers will discover to their surprise 
that their contingent promise will not have 
as much weight as the uaqualified one of 
this city, and they will either have to dovble 
their guaranty or quit. They will decide in 
favor of the latter as being the least expen- 
sive. |

talks of five million dollars shows that it is 
under the impression that the money which 
will be needed to get the groand for a site is 
to come from some other quarter. Its mem- 
bers are most likely in favor of the Tammany

MAY HAVE TO MOVE THE COURT-HOUSE. 


Pecaliar Suit Brought Against the Super- 
vieors of Saginaw County, Michigan. 
East Saoinaw, Mich., Oct. 17.—[Special. | — 
At today’s session of the County Board of 
Supervisors a letter was read from the exec- 
utor of tne estate of Samuel W. Dexter of 
Chicago, in which he sets forth the 
claim that in 1830 Samuel W. Dexter 
made a plat of what is now a part of the 
City of Saginaw by which among other 
things he granted to the county the use of 
certain lanes for specific purposes, part of 
which was designated for public buildings 
ana part as common, the latter being given 
to the county with the express understand- 
me that it should not be built upon. Mr. 
Dexter says this latter provision has 
peen violated, as the present court-house 
building, erected in 1886 at a cost of $120,000, 
extends more than forty feet beyond the 
original limit for building purposes, and of 
course encroaches to that extent on the com- 
mon. The county is now requested to move 
the court-hovse building from off the com- 
mon, a distance of more than forty f and 
in default thereof proceedings will in- 
stituted to enforce the specific execution of 
the terms of the grant unless the matter is 
otnerwise adjusted.

Resolutions Adopted in Favor of a Naval 
Reserve Force and Steamship Lines to 
Foreign Ports— Desires of a Common 
Coin for American Nations—Closing of 
the Convention with a Banquet—Seary 
Watterson on the Troublesome Race 

Problem. 

Lovisvitizg, Ky., Oct. 17,—At the second 
day’s session of the Nawonai Board of Trade 
today resolutions were adopted that rivers 
and harbors should be improved and main- 
tained by the General Government; that

gress provide assistance for steamship lines

The Torrey Bankrupt bill was indorsed and 
a memorial adopted reciting its virtues and 
recommending it to Congress for enactment 
by the National Board of Trade after a two- 
hours’ debate.

the highlands of woud and iron, of marble and 
granite, the lowlanas of tobacco, sugar, and 
rice, of corn and kine, of wine, milk, and 
honey. But what is the value of all 
this if we have not order and law regulated by 
intelligent and responsible government? How 
shall it profit you. or us, of anybody if it be not 
brought under the spell of that wizard's wand 
which we call civilization? And to whom shall 
this wand be committed—to the Anglo-Saxon, 
with centuries of enlightened freedom 
behind him, or to the Afri- 
can, just emerged from slavery? 
Through and through this EI Dorado there winds 
deep and dark a stream which when undisturbed 
moves in limpid and beneficent tranquillity from 
the mountains to the sea, carrying in safety the 
rich fruitions of the South, but which when agi- 
tated becomes a terror to all that is embarked 
upon its tempestuous bosom, to property and 
life, to public policy and domestic peace, to 
society itself. 

No one can comprehend the meaning of this 
great menace to the prosperity of the South who 
has not been there—who does not live there 
Nor is it possible for it to be treated with wisdom 
by any other than local agencies. Can the 
thinking people of the North imagine if they are 
unable to see this? Can they not feel that 
they may trust the intelligence, the humanity, 
the Christianity of the South, ana the testimony 
of the truly responsibie Northern men who have 
gone South to deal with a disease which outside 
pressure has always aggravated and will always 

ravate! 
speak warmly and confidently. Or this point, 
at least, I can afford so to speak. I struggled 
earnestly and long to establish the black man in 
his rights under the Constitution and its amend-

Prospects of a Federation of Organiza- 
tions—Improved Braking Appliances.

Dutura, Mion., Oct. eie —J. B. 
Whiting. one of the United States Commis- 
sioners to treat with the Chippewa Indians 
to secure the opening of a half dozen Minne- 
sota reservations, arrived here today and 
will leave tomorrow for Grand 
treat with the Pigeon River Indians. The 
other two Commissioners will not aecompany 
him there. There are two other reserva- 
tions near Duluth—the Food du Lac and the 
Nett Lake—which are to be visited also. 
There are about 400 Indians at 
Portage Reservation, and 1,000 
other two. In the three reservations 
are about 1,000,000 acres of valuable 
pine ands. the Pigeon River In- 
dians are quite poor and will probably 
be induced to sign the treaty without much 
trouble. Nearly allof them are members of 
the Catholic Church, whose missionaries re- 
side among them and bave a great deal of 
influence over them. Last winter it was 
necessary for the Government to send them 
a special supply of provisions to keep them 
from great suffering. The Nett Lake and 
Fond du Lac Indians will not be induced to 
give up their reservations 80 easily. The 
former are anxious to remain where they are, 
while the latter are possessed ot a large 
amount of pine from the sale of which they 
live pretty well. They have come in contact 
with the whites a good dea! and most of them 
are shiftless. The Nett Lake reservation 
possesses some fine agricultural land.

The Cherokee Com mission Progress 


Inauguratica of a Movement That Prom- 
ises to Become Widespread, 

DxrRotr, Mich., Oct. 17.—A movement that 
promises to be national in its character and 
which has already attained large dimensions 
was inaugurated by W. E. Matthews of 
Washington, D. C., in a letter of recent date 
to John M. Langston. This letter called at- 
tention to the discriminations practiced 
against negroes in this country and con- 
trasted it with the treatment accorded the 
writer in the countries of Europe. The 
formation of a National Afro-American 

ue was urged, such as had been broached 
by Thomas Fortune of New York, of which 
the object would be to secure the protec- 
tion and promotion of all interests pertain- 
ing to the dignity and welfare of the Afro- 
American.“ 

The Plaindealer of Detroit, a leading journal 
of the colored race, addressed several promi- 
nent men upon this subject. 

Opinions from the following gentlemen 
were received among others: John 
Lynch, Fourth Auditor of the Treasury, 
thinks our present statua makes the forma- 
tion of a national league a public necessity, 
and suggests the formation of State leagues, 
whose delegates will constitute a national 
— ey 

» P. McCabe, ex-Auditor of the State of 
Kansas, says: The race must demonstrate 
its ability to grasp the questions in all their 
various ramifications, bury personal ag- 
grandizements, and success Will follow.“ 

F. H. Murray, St. Louis, Mo., says the 
league must be non- san and broad 
enough to take within its foids all classes of 
American citizens. 

There is also an opinion from Albion W. 
Tourgée, who thinks “the time has come for 
the race to show itself worthy of liberty, and 
that this is the first step the race has 
made of its own motion wards self-as- 
sertive freedom; that earnest and intelligent 
action on the part of the colored men of the 
United States will do much to cure the evils 
which now affect it and relieve the country 
from the mostfearful peril that has ever 
threatened its peace and civilization.” 

The /iaindealer, editoriaily speaking, urges 
that the matter be followed up with activity 
and closes by saying “ the day of patience 
— meekness is past, now is the time for 
action.

WORK OF THE MARINE CONFERENCE 


AT WASHINGTON, © 


The Greater 
Discussion of the Question of Signa! 
Lights—Shall the Rales for Ocean Sav- 
igation Be Made Applicable to Vessels 
Piying on Inland Waters?—Lights for 
Towing Vessels. 


Wasuixorox, D. C., Oct. 17.—The members 

of the International Marine Conference upon 
assembling for business today were found 
to have discarded gold lace, epaulets, and 
decorations, and were ciad in the more 
somber gurb of the civilian. The assemblage 
had the general appearance of a meeting of 
business men, who were gathered for a pur- 
pose which they knew how to secure. It 
Was soon manifest that the two talking 
members of the conference were Messrs. 
Goodrich of the United States delegation 
and Hall of the British. Both are leading 
admiralty lawyers and full informed as to 
the subject in hand. The British delegates, 
except Mr. Hali, maintained perfect silence; 
he is their authorized spokesman, and while 
he is present the others have nothing to 
say. Mr. Goodrich’s colleagues, however, 
occasionally found it desirable to supplement 
his efforts by remarks of their own. 

The delegates from Norway and Sweden 
promise to become important members of the 
congress, and when better acquainted these 
delegates, who are compelled to use the 
French language in addressing the confer- 
ence, will doubtiess be heard from more fre- 
quently. Today they labored under the dis- 
advantage of having no interpreter, but that 
will be remedied tomorrow, it is promised. 

The discussion today was based upon the 
“revised international rules and regulations 
for preventing collisions at sea,“ contained 
in acircular issued by the United States 


Treasury Department in September, 1887. 


This was adopted at the suggestion of 
the American delegates as a basis 
for action because it was in convenient shape 
and afforded a good starting point. Votes 
upon suggestions or propositions for changes 
are seldom taken, for the reason that atter 
the regulations shall have been thoroughly 
discussed they will be put into sha pe for final 
acceptance by committees appointed for that 
purpose, and who will be guided in their 
work by the expressions of the conference. 

It is the opinion of delegates that the con- 
ference will not be abie to consider all the 
questions proposed in the program in the 
time to which its existence is limited by the 
act anrhorizing it. 

Commander Sampson called attention to 
the fact that the conference had ado a 
resolution to proceed with the discussion of 
proposed rules ot navigation. The confer- 
ence decided to proceed with the discussion. 
Action upon Arts. 1 and 2 was postponed. 

The first rule defines sailing and steam 


shi 

The second directs that the several lights 
described in subsequent articles shall be car- 
ried from sunset to sunrise. 

THE QUESTION OF LIGHTS. 

When the third article defining the loca- 
tions of lights to be carried by a seagoing 
steamship had beer read by Secretary Cott- 
man Delegates Goodrich and Hall briefly and 
in an interesting manner sketched the legis- 
lation of the United States and England 
upon the suhject of lights, describing its 
scape and showing some. f its absurdities. 

apt. T. 8. Malmberg, abiof of the Nautical 
Metéorological Bureau orway, suggested 
that the same system of lights be adopted 
for vessels traversing inland and coast wa- 
ters as for seagoing vessels. 

Mr. Goodrich said he could see no reason 
why one system of lights should not be 
adopted for all vessels; if that were done it 
would greatly simplify the situation. 

Mr. Hall of England questioned the wis- 
dom of attempting to legisiate for the inland 
waters of all nations. It would be better to 
limit the action of the conference to 
tions for vessels upon the high seas. 

Mr. Goodrich explained that it was his 
idea to make the legislation of the conference 
general so that it might be adopted by any 
government for the control of its local 
waters. His plan was to make the legisia- 
tion applicable to every navigable water on 
the’ globe, and then let government after 
government adopt it. [ Hear, hear.“ 

At this point a recess was taken. Upon 
reassembling at 2 o’clock Art. 3 of the sailing 
rules was read. It refers to lights to be car- 
ried by seagoing steamers when under way. 
Dr. Sieve-King of the German delegation 
spoke in favor of abolishing the distincuon 
between seagoing ships and those which tra- 
verse inland waters. He suggested that the 
word seagoing be stricken out. Mr. Hall 
proposed an amendment to Sec. A of Art. 3 
intended to make provision for modern men- 
of-war that do not carry foremasts. This 


1 was laid before the conference. Commander 


. N. Van Steyn of the Netherlands Royal 
navy objected to that part of Sec. B. Art. 3, 
on lights for steamers, which provides for 
side lights, because it fails to designate exact 
positions for them. 

Capt. Mensing of the German navy ap- 
proved Commander Van Steyn’s criticisms. 
LIGHTS ON TOWING STEAMERS. 

Art. 4, providing for lights on towing steam- 
ers, was next re 

It stipulates that such steamers when tow- 
ing another vessel shallin addition to their 
side lights carry two bright white lights, one 
over the other, not less than three feet apart. 

Mr. Hall moved that the distance between 
these white lights shall not be less than six 
feet. This motion was approved by the del- 
egates from Germany and Denmark, but 
without a vote the conference adjourned un- 
til tomorrow morning at 10 o’cloc
